Philadelphia Bank Troubles. As= 


signment Made Today by the 
. Trust Company Affected. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 21-The shook 


in financial circles of this city has not 
been relieved today by the annonnce- 
meut that the Chestnut Straet Trust and 
Safe Deposit company, which closed it8 
doors yesterday, made an assignment for 
the benefit of its creditors to George H. 
Earle, Jr., president of the Tradesma11 
National bank, and Bichard Y. Cook, 
president of the Guarantee Trust and Safe 
Deposit company. Tho Chestnut Street 
Trust company is closely affiliated with 
the Chestnut Street National dauk which 
was yesterday taken in charge by the 
national bank examiner. 


The assignment today follows up the 


great sensation Thursday in ' the on- 
noun'cement of the suspension of the 
Chestnut street national bank, regarded 
ES one of the strongest financial instl- 
tuu jns in the city. The suspension car- 
ried with it the closing of the Chestnut 
etreet Trust and Saving Fund company, 
doing business under the stale banking 
laws. William M. Slngerty, publisher of 
the Philadelphia Record, 3s president of 
both companies, a.-nd the same men, with 
one exception, act as office .j and di- 
rectors.

They must first be satisfied that they 
have a value sufficient to warrant them 
in assuming the indebtedness." Mr.

It wag known for some time in bank- 


Ins circles that Mr. Sing-erJy's banks were 
in t-r .ible, and the national bank exam- 
i - ,, it Is taid, was aware of the condi- 
tion, of affairs. Wednesday mg-ht a num- 
ber of the leading bank offlciaJs of ths 
cits' had a conference considering the 
matter of raiarhg sufficient money to re- 
lieve Mr. Stagerly's banks of their dis- 
tress. It is understood that a proposi- 
tion to float $2,000,800 preferred stock of 
the Philadelphia Record had been prac- 
tically asrreed to when the discovery was 
made that because of the involved con- 
dition of the trust company's finances 
this sum would not be within several 
hundred Uimnsanid dollars of the amount 
required. Negotiations were therefore 
declared off and the banks were forced to 
the wall.

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


Dozens of People Thrown Prom Their 


Feet In Chicago? 


Insignificant Blaze Developed 


Extraordinary Strength. 


K Fierce Fire Followed, and Very Heavy Loss 


Was Sustained. 


Chicago, Dec. 24.—Shortly after four 


o'clock Thursday afternoon fire was dis- 
covered in the basement of the five-story 
building at 104 Madison street, the first 
now and basement of which were oc- 
cupied by the Tosetti Cafe and Restau- 
ramt company, and the second floor by 
the billiard parlors of Frank JIussey. 
The blaze was insignificant at first, and 
a cowd of people gathered on the side- 
walk hi front of the building to watch 
the work of the firemeK, About a dozen 
policemen were engaged in,pushing back 
the throng when a terrific explosion took 
place. The braiding was badly wrecked; 
th« windows, sidewalk lights and maii- 
hole covers were hurled into the air, and 
fell among the crowd. 
Doa«ns of peo- 


pia were thrown from their feet and 
23 were injured. 
Only one of them was 


seriously hurt. 


The explosion caused a. panic in the 


street, and in the frantic ru>sh for safety 
whioli followed, many people were 
thrown down arid trampled upon. That 
many were not killed and many more in- 
jured was htte short of a miracle. 
The 


billiard parlors were filled with players 
when the explosion occurred, and the 
men who had paid little or no attention 
to the small blaze in the basement ap- 
preciated the situation at its proper 
value when the windows went sailing 
into the street and plaster began to come 
down on their heads. 


The fire spread tnVougrh the building 


with great rapidity after the explosion, 
and within 10 miniutes it was blazing 
freely. 
Sveral calls for additional en- 


gines were sent by Chief Swenie, but 
the fire could only be reached in front 
and rear, and was difficult of access. 
The severe weather caused much of 
the water to freeze.

Hew Apportionment of Legis- 


lative Districts Opposed. 


Democrats Sought to Checkmate Plans of the 


Republicans, 


Springfield, Ills., Dec. 2*.—Yesterday, 


amid scenes of riot, disorder and in- 
tense excitement, the house passed the 
Republican legislative apportionment 
bill by a vote of 79 yeas to 64 nays. Thers 
were but two votes to spare. It was a 
hair-breadth escape from defeat for the 
B.epul>Hc-'n managers. Representative 
Meany c, Chicago saved the bill for the 
P.epubltcim organization. He furnished 
the 77th vote necessary to 
pas«, the 


measure, land when h^ ended a speech 
with the words, "I vote yes," State 
Treasurer Herts:, a Republican leader 
who stood at his side trembling with 
anxiety and excitement, flung hie arms 
about Meany's neck and hugged him.

The action insures 
the success of the apportionment, as tine 
senate is certain to pass the bill in Janu- 
ary. 


The bill provides for a Republican 


reapportionment of the legislative dis- 
tricts of the state. According to th« 
Democrats, the reapporttonment is a. 
gerrymander. The Republicans assert 
that the changes simply correct the out- 
rages alleged to have been perpetrated 
in the so-called Democratic gerry- 
mander of the state. So clever waa the 
Demooratic map making that under ex- 
isting conditions it is net essary. Gov- 
ernor Tanner, Republican, declares, for 
the Republicans to carry Illinois by at 
least 80,000 majority if the party is to 
control the legislature.

THB COTTON TRADE IN MASSA- 


CHUSETTS. 


What is going on at Fall River between 


the cotton manufacturer! and their labor, 
is attracting attention generally through- 
out the country. The proposed reduction 
of wages is so oat of harmony with the 
tendency of business that it creates much 
comment as to the cause of such reduc- 
tion. 


The cut has been explained as a revela- 


tion of the influence which the Southern 
cotton spinners are already exerting, and 
It has been asserted that cotton spinning 
ean be done more cheaply with the cheap 
labor of the South in mills which are lo- 
cated near the cotton fields. 
The wages 


of the Southern spinners are lower, and 
the working day ia longer than in Fall 
River. This, it is said, gives the Southern 
manufacturers an advantage that must 
be met, or the cotton spinning business 
will go from Massachuetts to the South. 
This view Is rejected, howe ver, by men in 
the cotton business who aiinit the exist- 
ence of unfavorable conditions. It is held 
that the Southern manufacturer has to pay 
almost as much for his cotton as his North- 
ern competitor, because the grower in- 
'ists npon having what is saved in freight 
charges on account of the nearness of the 
mills. As to the wares, it is claimed that, 
although the Southern operatives work 
longer hours and for leas pay than the 
rail River spinners receive, they are not 
a* productive as the Northern spinners. 
Those who take this view of the cotton 
situation argue that the reduction in 
wages at Fall River is only temporary, 
and that wages will be restored just as 
soon as the manufacturers are able to 
work off the surplus which is smothering 
the basinets. 


The overdone condition of the cotton 


trade referred to by those who ascribe the 
reduction at Fall River to a glut of cotton 
goods extends to the cotton regions of 
the South, where the planters are dis- 
cussing methods of reducing the crops- 
It has been suggested that the rows of 
cotton be alternated with rows of peas 
and potatoes, which would diversify the 
crop and bring in returns for labor ex- 
pended, and at the same time reduce the 
volume of the cotton crop. 


Another view of the situation is that 


the South manufactures only coarse cot- 
tons, and so does not compete at all with 
the fine cotton mills of New England, 
•ad on this point labor opposes strongly 
any redaction. 


NORTH ADAJ1S ALL RIGHT,

Tlif S.R'ciise Vote. 


EDITO B TRANSCRIPT:—In your editorial 


of December 16, "The License Vote in 
Massachusetts,"you say of Cambridge; "la 
Cambridge,which for many years has bcei. 
the banner no-license city, the no-licens.- 
majority was reduced from 1881 last year 
to 597 this year." 


The Boston Journal of December 16 i 


commenting on tho the Cambiidge elec- 
tion says, "The defeat of no-license ii 
Brocton, after an experience of it us long 
as that in Cambridge, suggested the pos- 
sibility that there might be a change o 
sentiment which would make itself felt ii 
the University city. 
It waa known, 


moreover, that ihere was more activity 


and hopefulness among the license advo- 
cates than there had been for nUenst 
three years. These circumstances taken 
in connection with the severe rain storm, 
which was calculated to keep from the 
polls voters who were not thoroughly. In 
earnest, led to the assumption tnot the 
no-license majority would be materially 
reduced, and there were some who looked 
for its disappearance altogether. 


There was in fact ooly a small shrinkage 


in the majority. In 1898 the margin was 
1831; thiiyear it was 1595. 
When these 


figures, however, are taken in relation 
with the total VJte, it appears that No- 
liconsc haa almost exactly held its own. 


Disregarding blanks in each instance, 


the total vote last y ear was 9,623; this 
year it was 8,690. 


If no-license had exactly held its own 


in proportion to thia reduced total vole, 
the majority should have been 1,601, or 
only 8 more votes than was actually 
polled. The most significant thing about 
the election discloses itself on a scrutiny 
of tha result by wards. Such an examia- 
ahows that while there wers losses in cer~ 
tain of the No-license precincts, obciou-i- 
ly occasioned by a cense of over-confi- 
dence among No-lieense voters, resulting 
from last year's heavy majority, there 
were gains ot No votes in the license 
precincts. * 


This was truo in the lower part and in 


every precinct in East Cambridge, and 
what is commonly known as Dublin pre- 
cinct in North Cambridge was carried for 
no-license for the first time on record. 


This shows that ia portions of the city 


most largely populated by workingmen, 
the advantages of no-Hcenss have made 
themselves DO apparent that no-license is 
gaining ground. 


It also indicates that the effect of the 


support which the Catholic churches in 
those three sections of the city have given 
to no-license. 
This is particularly true 


this year in East Cambridge, where for 
tour weeks a Catholic "mission" has been 
in progress and the visiting priests have 
been stoadily preaching not merely tem_ 
perar.ce, but the continued banishment 
of the saloon.

Keclnald De Koven acd H»rrj n. Smith, 


Whose "Highwayman" HUB Made a Hit 
Scarcely Inferior to That ot Their FatU- 
or Worlt, "Robin Hood." 


NEW YOBK. Dec. 54.—[Special.]—Regl- 


paid De Koven and Harry B. Smith nre in 
liigh spirits over their new opera, "The 


j Highwayman," and well they may be, 


since it appears to hnra made quite as big 
a hit at the start us did "Robin Hood," 
still the most successful cciaio opera com- 
posed by Americans. 


Owing no doubt to the fact thnt both 


first became well known In Chicago they 
arc often thought tc be of western birth, 
but Mr. De Kovcn was born in Middle- 
town, Conn., and Mr. Smith in Brooklyn. 
As neither is yet 40, thoir future still' In- 
oluclcs the better half of life. 


De Koven's All Round Training. 


Do Kovon's father was tho Rev. Lo Boy 


De Kovfn, an Episcopal clergyman, who 
was for some years I'ector of a church in 
this city, though ho was nioro widely 
known from his connection with Racine 
college. His brother John, uncle of Regi- 
nald, was a ChicaKO banker. The latter 
part of the Rev. JSr. De Koven's life was 
passed in Florence, where ho died in 1893. 


Reginald got his literary training at St. 


John's college, Oxford university,England, 
taking his degree In 1879. 
While at Ox- 


ford he appears to have had an academic 
life In mind, but before going there he 
had droaiwcd of a career as a pianist and 
composer chiefly for that instrument. 
To 


that end ho had studied piano plaj'irjg at 
Stuttgart, Germany. 
After quitting Ox- 


ford ho went back to Stuttgart to study 
harmony. Then at Frankfort lie studied 
harmony and counterpoint and later at 
Florence received singing lessons from 
Vanuicini. 


It W;IB while pursuing his musical stud- 


ies in Europe that he wrote tho words and 
niusjic of the song "Marjorie Daw," the 
popularity of which gave him his first 
tasto of famo. 
A littlo later he wrote a 


light opera, "Cupid, Hymen &Co.," but 
it has never been sung in public. Tho 
organization which was to produce it broke 
up owing to an inefficient angel. His first 
imccessful opera was "The Begum." 


This was late in the eighties, and Do 


Koven felt much encouraged by the man- 
ner in which "The Begum" was received. 
But he saw, or fancied he saw, that his 
work still possessed serious defects, and 
in 1880 he went to Vienna and studied 
musical composition under Richard Genee. 
When Be Waa Charged With Plagiarism. 


Do Koven wrote his third opera, "Don 


Quixote," while in Vienna. Soon aftra- 
its completion he returned to America, 
and, in collaboration with Mr, Smith, put 
out"Bobin Hood." It wae sung by the 
Bostonians, the same organization now 
performing in tho "Highwayman,"and it 
turned many thousands of dollars Into 
tho pockets of all concerned. Following 
"Robin Hood" came "The Knickerbock- 
ers," "The Fencing Master" and "The 
Algerian." 


I am not sure how many of these were 


produced in partnership with Mr. Smith. 
Tho book of one opera, at least, "The Al- 
gerian, "was written by a man named 
MucDonough. 


One of the greatest lilts in "Tho Fenc- 


ing Master" was the "Znm-Zum" song. 
So catchy was its musio that in a very 
short time after the first performance of 
the opera in any city the newsboys thereof 
were to be heard whistling its notes on 
tho street corners. It was, in fact, the gern 
of the whole score. Late in the fall of 
1892 this opera was performed in Wash- 
ington, and among those who listened to 
it were a lot of Alibi club men. Mr. De 
Koven was well acquainted with nearly 
tho entire momberahlp and had often been 
the recipient of courtesy at their hands. 


When they heard the music of the 


"Zum-Zum" eocg, they all pricked up 
their ears, for the melody seeemed exceed- 
ingly familiar. A day or two later' they 
wrote to Mr. De Koven, accusing him of 
using the melody to which they had set 
the words of their club song, and for 
which they claimed to feel an overween- 
ing affection. This letter was not couched 
in mild terms by any means. It made 
serious charges against De Koven both as 
a musical composer and a gentleman. 
Naturally it kicked up a good deal of 
talk, not at first favorable to the composer. 
He made prompt answer, however, ad- 
mitting similarity between the two pieces 
of muBio, but saying that the air was 
originally used in a popular Spanish song 
and that it had been utilized before by 
Offenbach in his opera "Vie Parisienne." 
The club members still maintained the 
charge of plagiarism and even went so far 
as to hint that the composer had been as- 
sisted in some of his other operas by his 
former teacher, Genee. The public, how- 
ever, sided with De Koven. 


In 1888 Mr. De Kovcn was married to 


the oldest daughter of that jolly old story 
teller, United States Senator "Charley" 
Farwell. 


Author of the Book. 


Harry 3. Smith is K6. Ho was taken to 


Chicago with his family Vr'hcn only 9, and 
thus arrived in that city just in time to 
witness tho great lire of 1870. Unlike Mr. 
De Kovcn, Mr. Smith did not onjoy the 
advantages of university training. He at- 
tended tho grammar and high schools of 
Chicago, finishing when 17. Wh'ile at 
school he mado music a specialty. 


After his school days were over ho 


worked for awhile in a mercantile estab- 
lishment, and then went on tho stage, 
having before this played with acceptance 
in amateur theatricals. His first engage- 
ment vrns v?!th the Ldngard company. 
That company disbanded thvongh bad 
mnnagrcmont. Than ho came to New York, 
»ud for two gatmons sang in comic opera 
here scd on the x'oati, at tte same time 
toutrlbuUng venwa mid stories to divers 
Copers and periodicals, besides writing tho 
words for two or *hrfto is'ncr oporas. 
In 


V8S4 he starwd TUe RaraWot, a humorous 
paper, in Cbiongn. M>e iii»ay other jour- 
raiistic cniro-priMis, it -*es a highly si;o- 
eeanful v<M)tr.ro frcuj the artistic etend- 
poial, tbough a fiz^ls financially. Ee b«-

Colonel Ainsworth Replies to 


the Charges of Fraud. 


CASED os ERRORS OF THE CENSUS. 


CsHniatca to Show That We Slmll Have 


Survivon of the Civil War With 17* For 
Fifty Year* Yet—An Army of Young; 
Men. 


•\VASHIXGTON, Dec. 
B-t. — [Special.] — 


"There is very small basis for the attacks 
Upon the pension service which have been 
inndo in the newspapers ot Into," said 
Colonel Ainsworth, who is the officer in 
charge of the record and pension office of 
the war department, and who is certainly 
a competent authority on this subject. 
4'EiTorts have been made," continued the 
colonel, ''to show that the number of pcn- 
•ioners on tho roils ise-nial to the total 
number of surviving veterans, «n<3 that, 
Inasmuch as every one knows there nro 
many soldiers who dray.' no pension, the 
Inference is that there are carried on tho 
rolls the mimes of many men who wera 
never in the service, and who are therefore 
drawing pensions fraudulently. 
Specific 


charges to this effect have been made, but 
Pension Commissioner Kvnns, who ought 
to know, aays they aru wholly untrue. 


Inaccurate Statintic*. 


"I have nothing to do with the issuing 


of pensions. In my office we simply keep 
the records. But I am convinced there 
is no ground for such accusations. 
The 


charges are based upon the census reports 
of the number of surviving soldiers nnd 
eailors of tho war of the rebellion, but 
the census reports have been shown to be 
inaccurate. The census enumerators re- 
ported only 1.034,073 survivors of the re- 
bellion in 1890. If there wera only that 
many alivo then, the jnunber would have 
fallen by Ih95. according to the American 
tables of mortality, to 930,000, but we 
have proved by tho records of the pension 
office and other records that in 1895 there 
wove at least :15,flOOmore lurvivors, or 1355, - 
001), besides many of whom there were no 
records at all." 


"How many men served the government 


In the wnr of the rebellk n. colonel?" 


"We do not know exactly and never can 


know. 
But wo have n yry close approxi- 


mation to the trno number, derived from 
analysis of the records. Tho number of 
men furnished by tho different states and 
territories, under call from tiie president, 
w.is 2,778,304. 
Deducting from this the 


mnnber of seamen and marines, which 
was KVi.flCS, leaves a total of 3,B72,S41 
credited to the army. In theso figures we 
take Jio accotmt of the regular army at 
tho outbreak of the war, -which was 10,423. 
Now, there were many re-enlistments 
which figure in the total I have given. 
Just hn\v many there wore wo cannot ascer- 
tain. ?ome authorities have calculated tho 
number ac i>70,'JUO, and others at 71(5,000. 
I take the sncan of these two extremes, or 
C43.000, nnd deducting this from the total 
number credited, leaves 2,129,000 ns the 
number of individual Federal soldien 
•ervinp: in the war." 


Soldiers Who Survived. 


"And how many were alive and honor- 


rbly (lischai'ued M the close of tho war?" 


"The mini her nt deaths for tho urmy 


wns .'j."jll.."j-S, and tho number of deserters 
r.t the close of the war was 117,247. 
This 


leaves about 1,052,000 as the number ol 
Foldiers who were alive at tho termina- 
tion of service and who were not deserters. 
OoiiiR over the figures for the navy in the 
f.mc way we find thht of 105.983 men in 
that, service during tho war, 75,000 were 
nlive at termination of their service and 
were not deserters. 


"Therefore tho total number of individ- 


ual? serving in tho army and navy and 
marine corps during the war was 2,213,- 
S85, and of these 1,727,353 were alivo at 
the end of their service, deserters exclud- 
ed." 


"And how rapidly have these soldion 


died off since the wnr?" 


"Not nearly so fast as you would think. 


In the first place, it musG be remembered 
that the average aye of the survivors was 
low. 
We had an army of young men. At 


the close of the wfir the average age. of tho 
survivors was only 28 years, and at tho 
present time, 32 years later, the averago 
age of tho survivors is only about 58 or 59. 
Tho average ago of the whole does not in- 
crease as fast as tho average- of a single 
individual, because naturally tho oldor 
ones die more rapidly. Yro all fall into tho 
habit of looking upon tho survivors ot the 
war ns 'old veterans.' and thinking of 
them as old men, whereas many are still 
under CO, in tho prime of life, and the 
average age of them all, as I have told 
you. is under 00." 


".Some people think, according to the 


laws of nature, the soldiers would die fast- 
er than any other men on account of 
Hounds, disease, etc. As • matter of tact, 
the death rato has been lower among the 
' veterans tban in tho atlult male commu- 
nity at large. This is true because tho law 
of the -survival of the fittt>t' applied to 
the soldiers. They hod been through ardu- 
ous campaigns. The weakest had fullcn 
by tho wayside. Thosis who remained 


i formed in a general way a selected class, 


ns tho insurance- men wuuld say, noted for 
their endurance and tenacity oi' life." 


"Ami how many survivors are there 


Dow according to your figures?" 


Prospects For tlte Future. 


"Well, wo havo compiled the cumber' 


very carefully, and in doing so we hnve 
adopted tho mortality rate of the combined 
^American insurance companies. It is a 
matter of opinion whether the veterans 
would die foster than tho policy holders in 
life insurance companies, but tho differ- 
ence could not be great, no matter which 


• side it was on. 
According to our figures, 


there were 1,285,471 survivors Juno 30, 
1890, though the census reports made tho 
number only 1,034,000. Computed on this 
basis, we find that the probable number of 
survivors June 30 each year is as follows:

was adopted m England, 


where it reached what was probably its 
fullest development, A boy was chosen 
to represent a bishop and was clothed 
with all the robes and Invested with all 
tho insignia pertaining to the station. 
Other boys represented priests, deacons 
and other suitable persons for the bish- 
op's ticiin. The boy bishop conducted a 
service in the church, and in some cases 
he and his companions went about from 
house to house singing and collecting 
money which they did not ask as a gitt, 
but demanded as a right 


Tho boy bishop attained his fullness 


of 
dignity 
at 
Salisbury 
cathedral, 


though he was known all over England. 
There he was chosen from among the 
choir boys, the rest forming his retinue, 
and he ruled with the highest pomp and 
most absolute authority.

The name of St. Nicholas is in this 


country

the top of it is an effigy of the child in 
full episcopal robes. 


Such masquei admg plays as this were 


not then deemed offensive or derogato- 
ry to the dignity of the church 
In fact, 


much coarser and more uncouth exhibi- 
tions were freely permitted on some 
""caslnns, even to the extent of bur- 
lesques of the services of 'the church 
\.lthm its own walls. 
Of course, the 


evil and discreditable side was bound 
to be seen in time, and the functions of 
tho boy bishop were at last forbidden 
by Henry VIII. 
They were restored, 


however, for a time by Mary. The pe- 
ci'Hrir custom at Eton known as the 
monrc-m is supposed to have originated 
in that of the boy bishop, but the mon- 
t»ni i=! too large a subject to be dis- 
cussed here.

A SHAKER 


CHRISTMAS, 


No one probably celebrates tha glad 


Christinas holiday in a more peculiar 
way than do the Shakers, those strange 
yet Industrious celibates who were 
brought over from England considera- 
bly over a century ago by the good cid 
Mother Ann Lee. There are several 
colonies ot these queer people in the 
United States, and nil enjoy the same 
pleasures, it there can be such things 
in their lives, and all believe in the 
same doctrines. Tears ago these honest 
but misguided people , discovered that 
the Scriptures directed all men and wo- 
men to live apart. They believe that 
because the Messiah did not marry it is 
a sin for them to do so, and consequent- 
ly there is but one love in their lives 
and that a iove of religio'n. 


The Shakers have 'a manner and style 


peculiarly their own and worship God 
in every breath. 
Believing as they do 


in the Messiah, they think it a duty to 
celebrate the birth of the Savious, and 
their service on Christmas day is most 
beautiful and impressive. 


The remark "still as a Shaker meet- 


ing" has often been heaid, and those 
who have attended a meeting of these 
devout people know that a word is nev- 
er spoken until the "spirit moves " and 
so it goes from Sunday to SurcVxy until 
Christmas comes, which w iih 
them 


means a day of the greatest devotion. 
The day to them does not bung the 
joys, pleasures and dissipations oi the 
woild, there is no giving of gifts, no be- 
lief in St. Nicholas, no Christinas Iree 
and no pleasures, in fart, nothing but 
prayer 
No preparations aie made for 


the glad festival. 


The morning before Christmas the 


celibates move toward the little chui ch 
in couples. The men go by themselves 
and dress in the conventional black, 
with broad 
brimmed hats and gaze 


straight before them. They never spiile, 
for to smile is a sin in their belicl The 
women follow the men and wear £ha'.- 
er bonnets of yellow straw and ,,iay 
gowns and look prim and ciuainl. A 
large white handkerchief covers the 
chest in piimitive simplicity 
Qmelnc^a 


reigns throughout the day, never a woiil 
being' spoken. 
In fact, the spirit docs 


not move, and the people stand there' 
for hours like statues. At sundown they 
go to the dormitories and retire. 


Christmas morning 
they go to the 


church again «.nd pass the holiday in 
prayer, song and religious glorification. 
They stand perfectly quiet and mulo 
unlil the "spirit moves." when each one 
gives his or her experience, for on this 
day above nil they delight in testifying 
to their gieat and complete happiness. 
A Shakei church is c'ltueiy difleient 
from the "world's people's" church In- 
stead of seats or pews, as are usually 
seen in churches, there is a big open 
space, and the men and women ran^e 
themselvgs on opposite sides of 
the 


room. One of the elders makes a short 
address. Then all is quietness 
After 


about half an hour a dozen or so of thp 
younger people, either male or female, 
or perhaps bnlh enter the center of tho 
space and begin a solemn march 


The Shakers sing beautifully, and 


their tunes are 
remarkably 
prel t>, 


spi ightly and quick in character and 
have a wonderfully fascinating air The 
tich, deep bass voices harmonize per- 
fe^tly With the clear, sweet and high 
tenors and sopranos. 
Almost irresisti- 


bly the feet and hands ot all commence 
keeping time with rhythmical beats. 
Soon the entire body of Shakers are 
moving around the singers. 
As the 


music increases the men and women 
circling around become so imbued with 
the beating of the notes that their 
bodies swing and rock, their feet dance 
and shuffle, their hands and arms swing 


and beat the air, all in perfect keeping 
with the music. This grows more In- 
tense until they all diop from cheer fa- 
ligue 
Quietness agai'i icigns for near- 


ly an hour, when the 'ame performance 
is gone over and then over again until 
sundown when all retail to the dormi- 
tories tu tnjoy the unly rneal in the 
year in each other's company, for on 
e^r-ry OI>KI- day the men and women 
eat by themselves. 


The Christmas dinner of the Shakers 


i« not like the ChiiStmis dinner of the 
«01 Id's reopie. 
There are no wines, 


fruits nor delicacies 
They have tur- 


kejs, ducks, chickens and plain bread 
and butter and 
vegetables of e\ery 


kind well cooked and in the greatest
